Since  then,  as  a  collector  of  rare  objects,  I  have 
gained  a  great  admiration  for  the  artlatlo  qualities  inher- 
ent  In  the  subjects  of  the  Mikado. 

I  should  regret  any  occurrence  which  deprived  us 
of  the  good  things  of  Japan  Just  as  I  feel  Japan  would  miss 
the  values  she  has  reoelved  from  the  United  States. 

I  do  not  feel  that  this  question  of  naturalization 
enters  into  the  situation.  If  American  residents  of  Japan 
desire  to  become  Japanese  subjects,  then,  of  course,  there 
would  be  oocaslon  to  take  up  the  other  side  of  the  question. 
At  present,  however,  the  bulk  of  the  argument  sags  to  one 
side  of  the  fence. 

The  Japanese  are  a  splendidly  clever,  adroit  peo¬ 
ple.  They  are  intensely  proud  of  their  race  and  I  doubt  if 
the  question  of  American  naturalization  bulks  so  strongly  in 
their  minds  as  other  and  more  important  phases  of  Amerlcan- 
Nlpponese  relations.

Russia,  for  his  gov’t.  It  is  probable  that  the  President  may  send 
in  her,  a  minister  or  more  than  one,  so  that  the  object  will  be 
had  in  view  in  the  accomodation  of  the  vessel.  A  passport  is 
expected  likewise  from  the  Commander  of  the  British  Squadron 
off  our  Coast.  I  have  the  honor  to  be  very  respectfully  yr.  obt. 
svt.  Jas.  Monroe.”  One  page,  with  integral  holograph  address 
leaf.
